A LIVELY SCENE AT THE HOME OF GEN. 
HARRISON. 


The Notification Committee of the National 
Republican Convention Wait Upon the 
Head of the Ticket—A Great Deal of En- 
thusiasm Exhibited by the Visiting and 
Home Politicians — The Committeemen 
Pledge Gen, Harrison the Support of 
Their State. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disrarcn. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 4.—- Tuesday night 
and Wednesday morning the members of the 
Republican presidential nomination noti- 
fication committee came straggling into the 
city. Out of the forty-eight mem- 
bers appointed only about twenty-five 
were present, but those who did come exbib- 
ited considerable enthusiasm and pledged 
Gen. Harrison universal supportin their re- 
spective States. A great many of those who 
were unable to come sent tele- 
grams of regret to President Estee and 
Secretary Dougherty. The New Denison was 
madethe headquarters of the committee and 
this morning the hotel office presented a lively 


scene. Many of the local and State 
politicians were present to get a 
glimpse of the great shining star 


of the Republican party, and an enthusiastic 
scene jn which politics entered solely was 
the result. The day of Independence, for the 
most part, was forgotten by the Republicans 
of any distance, and the day was given 
over to a political jubilee. Up to 
the time the committee left the hotel on its 
way to Gen. Harrison’s residence no pro- 
grame for entertaining the visitors had been 
made. In the morning Col. Huston said some 


arrangements would be made after the meeting 
of the committee which occured at 10 o’clock,

Jake Gaudaur Wins the Professional Single

Gaudaur 
was next in line and made no ef- 
fort to take the lead, but contented 


himself with keeping in the bunch of leaders 
as the rough water seemed to trouble him 
slightly. cKay reached the half-mile first,

— being outpaced. Hosmer was a 
good second, and went at McKay and suc- 
ceeded in taking the lead from him. Gaudaur 
now turned his head silightly and 
took in the situation, and seeing that 
the water was in better shape at the three- 
quarters he hit her up to thirty-four strokes 
to the minute, and made his frail craft fairly 
fly throu h the water. He soon outrowed bis 
rival aud made the one and a half mile 
flag in 10 min. 80sec. McKay, who had again 
spurted by Hosmer, reached the turn in 10 
min. 55 sec., with Hosmer 10 sec. later. Ten 
Eyck was fourth, P. Conley fifth, 
Lee sixth and Jerry Casey last. 
Gaudaur did a pretty piece of rowing home, 
and having a good lead on his rivals did not 
hurry himself in the least. The much- 
coveted possession of second place was being 
hotly contested for by Hosmer and McKay, 
and Ten Kyck. Hosmer had again taken the 
lead and Ten Eyck was rowing like a demon 


and gained on McKay, stroke by stroke. 
The finish was reached by Gaudaur 
in Am. 17s., which is good time, 


considering the condition of the water. Hos - 
mer reached the finish second in 2lm. 25s. 
Ten Eyck, who beat McKay out at the finish, 
was 118. later. 

JUNIOR SINGLE SCULL RACE. 

The Junior single-scull race for amateurs 
called out three contestants—Bergin of the 
Shawmut Club, Lynch of the Riversides, 
@id Coleman of the. Centrals—all of Bos- 
ton. Bergin won with ease in 23m. 17s8.; Coie 
man second. Four-oared working boats, 
for amateurs, called out three starters, the 
Riverside and two crews from the West Ends. 
After one of the most exciting races of the 
season the Riverside won by three lengths in 
20m. 328; West Ends No. 1, second. 

The professional four-oared working-boat 
race was a walk over for the West Ends, who 
had the lead from start to finish. The Lee 
crew finished second.

Lonpon, July 4.—Queen Victoria has con- 
sented to the publication of the Prince Con- 
sort’s correspondence with his brother, the 
Duke of Saze-Coburg- Gotha, on condition 
that the passages relating to private and per- 
sonal matters shali be excised, and indeed, I 
understand that the proof sheets of the letters 
are to be submitted to Her Majesty for her re- 
vision. Prince Albert kept up a regular cor- 
respondence, both with his brother and with 
the late Emperor William, then Prince of 
Prussia, and it all his letters could be pub- 
lished, his reputation for political sagacity 
would stand even higher than it does at pres- 
ent.

PRINCE HENRY AND HI6 BRIDE. 

The Prince and Princess Henry of Prussia 
are expected to arrive at Osborne towards the 
end of this month on a visit th the Queen, and 
will remain in England about three weeks. 
According to the present arrangements the 
Prince and Princess Henry will come direct 
from Portsmouth to Cowes in the imperial 
yacht Hohenzollern, of which the Prince has 
just been appointed commander by his brother, 
Emperor William. 

A WOMAN TO BLAME. 

There has already been a difference between 
Emperor William and Bismarck on the sub- 
ject of the Count and Countess Waldersee, 
who have long been among the most intimate 
friends of the present Emperor and his wife. 
Count Waldersee has always been mentioned 
as the certain successor of Count Von Moltke 
as Chief of Staff. He greatly distinguished 
himself during the wars of 1866, 1870 and 1871 
anc is a most brilliant strategist and a very 
clever and accomplished man. The Countess 
really caused the Chancellor’s desire to shelve 
Count Waldersee for a time by sending him to 
a provincial command, although the 
ostensible reason is an imprudent 
speech recentiy made by the Countin which 
he expressed a wish to see a thorougly vigor- 
ous policy adopted toward France. Countess 
Waldersee has been the shining light in Ber- 
lin society for many years past, and she is a 
very handsome woman, with abilities of a 
very high order. The Chancellor, who de- 
tests political women, has long suspected the 
Countess of meddlingin political affairs, and 
of having concerned herself in schemes and 
designs hostile to himself, and, above all, of 
intriguing in behalf of the war party. He 
therefore resolved to get rid of her and of her 
salon, and although the Emperor is much dis- 


quieted on the subject, he will give way to his - 


imperious minister. 
KANNE, THE QUEEN’S COURIER. 

Kanne, the Queen’s courier, who dieda few 
weeks ago, possessed a large and remarkable 
collection of presents, which had been given 
him at various times by the Queen and mem- 
bers of the royal family, and also foreign 
sovereigns whose dominions he visited with 
the Prince of Wales, or whose journeys had 
been superintended by him on the oocasion 
of their visiting England. These articles, 
principally jewelry and pieces of plate, are to 
be sold week after next and it will be interest- 
ing to see what prices they will bring. 
but the arrangement will scarcely 
meet with the approval of the donors, 
as a public sale of royal presents is a 
rare if not unprecedented event. John Brown, 
who probably received more presents than 
any other menial in the history of the English 
court, was shrewd enough to anticipate em- 
barrassment which it would cause his friends 
if he died possessing the gifts themselves, so 
he sold nearly everything that he received 
within afew weeks. John Brown was con- 
stantly being complimented by costly gifts, 
but wisely he preferred to possess their value 
in cash, and in several cases a Bond street jew- 
eler who sold the present to the royal donor 
bought it back within ashort time from the 
recipient at very nearly cost price. 

RIDER HAGGARD DECIDEDLY OFF. 

Mr. Rider Haggard does not appear to be 
well up in the ten commandments, for, in his 
new story, he takes occasion to remark that 
English authors willnever be so prosperous 
as they deserve to be until the American pub- 
lishers have learned to respect the seventh 
commandment. 

MUNICIPAL’ CORRUPTION. 

I have frequently asserted that members of

of the city of London Tradesmen’s Club 
on this point. London tradesmen 
ought to know what is going on under their 
noses, and at the meeting last week Mr. Kost 
and Mr. Phillips agreed in denouncing the 
corrupt practices of various vestries and other 
bodies, and asserted that thousands of the 
rate-payers’ money have been wasted in con- 
cocting new streets. It is high time that some 
one came forward and attacked the demon 
known asimprovement. Improvement really 
meant jobbery. This is precisely my view of 
the case, and I am glad to see that on a future 
occasion Mr. Kent means to treat the subject 
exhaustively.

FOURTH OF JULY. 


CELEBRATION OF INDEPENDENCE DAY IN 
ST. LOUIS AND VICINITY. 


The Small Boy’s Connection With the Dem- 
onstration—A Day of Uproar - Fire- 
works to the Value of 650,000 Burned in 
the City To-Day-—-At the Union Depot— 
Scenes and Crowded. Trains—Picnics and 
Excursions—A Holiday That Is Observed. 


The grand public demonstration to celebrate 
the Fourth of July isa tradition now. There 
are no great gatherings, no spread-ecugle ora- 
tions, no reading ofthe Déclaration of Inde- 
pendence by the strongest voiced man in 
the community. To this statement there 
are exceptions. In very rural and intensely 
American communities the old-fashioned 
demonstration is still an institution, but one 
would need to travel many miles to find these 
places. In cities the 1 is almost forgot- 
ten.

A Long and Earnest Family Conversation at 
the Jail Screen—John I. Martin Returns 
and Brings me Cheering News—How 
the People of the State Are Signing Pe- 
titions—The Call Upon the Governor Next | 
Monday. 


Maxwell's mother and sister were to see him 
early to-day. Mrs. Brooks and her daughter 
came down at II o’clock this morning in the 
blistering sun to see the erring but loved one 
who cannot gotosee them. Weather which 
is so hot to the residents of this city is doubly 
trying on, these ladies’ who come from Old 
England where such intense heat is unknown, 
Their appearance told more truly than ever 
could words, the effect of the weather upon 
them. That fresh, healthy, cherry glow 
which gives to their faces such a charming 
look, had been deepened by the sun into a 
fiery glow and their skin seemed to be a burn- 
ing crimson. Mrs. Brooks was attired In a 
dress of light sateen material, while her 
daughter wore a figured:cream-colored lawn, 
made with loose, puffed sleeves. Despite the 
sensible manner in which they were dressed, 
they were evidently suffering intensely from 
the heat. Their flushed faces were covered 
with perspiration and they seemed to be burn 
ing. 

Before entering the screen they stopped in 
at the jailer’s office and Deputy Alexis 
Gignoux escorted them inside. Chalrs were

for them and there they sat for hours talking 
to their ‘‘Hugh,’’ who was standing inside 
beaming with pleasure. The ladies had not 
been in there more than fifteen minutes When 
John I. Martin, one of Maxwell’s attorneys, 
arrived. He got in this morning from a trip 
to the Western part of the State and had not 


yet met the relatives of his 
client. „1 have not been away,“ he 
remarked, 'on this Maxwell case 1 
though I have done work on it while gone. It 
was Knights of Honor business that called me 
out of the city. The members of the order at 
Kansas City held an immense meeting at the 
Board of Trade Hall there, at which the Mayor 
and ex-Mayor of the city, Mr. Harrison, a 
brother of the Republican presidential nomi- 
nee, and other distinguished citizens were 
present. While there a number of leadins 
attorneys and others called on me and aske 

me if there was anything in the world 
they could do to help me in this 
Maxwell matter. I told them there was noth- 
ing exceptto write letters to the Governor 
and petition him for a commutation of 
sentence. You know anumber of leading at- 
torneys and merchants there had already 
sent Gov. Morehouse letters and petitions, 
but these others said they would also do it 
when I had told them my could help me in 
that way.

Wind and weather favored the thirteenth 
annual reunion and prize shoot of the St. 
Louls Gun Club at Compton Park to-day, the 
breeze being strong enough to temper the 
Fourth of July sun, without in any way inter- 
fering with the accurate flight of the shot.

INTERESTING STATEMENT MADE BY THE 
DEAD PLAYWRIGHT’S DAUGHTER. 


Her Reasons for Contesting the Disinherit- 

tag Clause of Her Father’s Will—Mrs. 
Marsden Blamed for Inflacncing Marsden 
Against His Daughter—A Family Skel- 
eton Exposed.

- New Tonk, July 4.—That Blanche Marsden 
will contest the will of her father, Fred Mars- 
den, the playwright, is now confirmed by her 
own affirmation of the fact as published in the 
morning papers.

DECLARATION AND CONSTITUTION, 
The power of Congress ‘‘to lay. and col- 
| lect taxes, duties, imposts and excises’’ 
n expressly limited by the Constitution to 
these specified purposes: “To pay the 
“debts and provide for the common de- 


tense and general welfare of the United 


States. This limitation is so plainly 
exclusive of taxation for other purposes 
that we need not quote the decisions in 
which the Supreme Court has denounced 
such taxation as robbery. 

Nobody denies that where a tax, duty, 
impost or excise levied for revenue pur- 
poses can be laid so as to promote useful 
industries, Congress would only be pro- 
viding forthe common defense and gen- 
eral welfare in so levying it. That is 
what is meuut by incidental protection— 
a tariff with revenue as the object 
and protection as the incident. But 
from Henry Ciay down no states- 
man with any reputation as a 
lawyer or any respect for the established 
interpretation of the Constitution has 
ever contended that Congress has power 
to levy taxes regardless of revenue, much 
less to prevent the collection of reyenue 
by preventing imports and ‘‘cutting off 
our trade with foreign countries.” The 
Declaration of Independence protested 
against that sort of thing, and the framers 
of the Constitution had no more idea of 
authorizing Congress to build a Chinese 
wall around this country when they con- 
ferred the taxing power than they had 
when they inserted the provision that “no 
‘‘tax or duty shall be laid on articles ex- 
ported from any State.“ 

Now, however, anew Estate of Incor- 
porated Capital has arisen in the land, and 
ideas unknown to the earlier statesmen of 
the Republic and opposed to the equality 
of social conditions which'they aimed at, 
are asserting themselves. A _ bloated 
aggregation of powerful monopolists 
has sueceeded in committing the Re- 
publican party openly to the un- 
constitutional Chinese wall policy. Some 
of the organs,reversing the constitutional 
grant o power, demand “a tariff for pro- 
tection, with incidental revenue,“ re- 
gardless of surplus accumulations in tMe 
Treasury. But Congressman Jackson of 
Pennsylvania has, without denial in the 
House, put this interpretation on the 
platform: The Republican party prom- 
‘‘ises, when it shall again secure full con- 
‘‘trolof the Government, to revise the 
‘‘tarlff so as to get less income from the 
‘‘tariff. .But, with very few exceptions, 
it will do this by making the tariff 
‘*higher.’’ 

Everybody knows that a tariff tax thus 
laid, not to produce revenue, but to make 
importation, impossible, would simply put 
the entire population of this country at 
the mercy of monopoly combinations and 
transfer to them unconstitutionally the 
taxing power of Congress. It would gorge 
their greed with the life-blood of every 
industry in the land. It would deprive us 
of that freer trade and inter¢ourse with 
all the world which our fathers declared 
and fought for in 1776. If they had been 
afraid of free trade they would not have 
extended it by our Federal Constitution 
over the vast area of this Union for in- 
ternal traffic, and so cautiously limited 
the power to lay imposts, taxes and em- 
bargoes on our foreign trade. People who 
are familiar with the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence and the Constitution of the 
United States are not liable to have a 
case of patriotic jim-jams from sympathy 
with a Pennsylvania monopolist who can 
see all sorts of ‘‘free-trade’’ horrors in a

Mrs, Inger- 
soll is one of the proudest women in the 
world of her husband.

Mr. Townsend, who has been oneof the 
most loyal and unswerving of Col. Ingersoll’s 
admirin friends for a number of years, 
speaks of him with an enthusiasm born of 
conviction. Said he: My acquaintance with 
him and his family arose in 1864, when his 
brother, Ebon C. Ingersoll, and myseif were 
members of the Thirty-eighth Congress. My 
relations with his brother, at once cordial and 
intimate, were cemented by arecontre with 
the erratic Senator Douglass of California.

This brother, Ebon C. Ingersoll, to whom

ress from 1864to 1872 the Peoria district, in 
liineis. He succeeded Lovejoy, who was 
assassinated. Ingersoli was much more than 
an ordinary speaker. Indeed, the gilt of ora - 
tory is strongly developed throughout the 
family, having been inherited, no doubt, from 
the father, who, by the way, was a Doctor of 
Divinity. Another brother, Dr. John Inger- 
soll, living at Waukesha, Wis., is a noted 
speaker on the subject of temperance. He 
was tae ffohibition candidate for Governor in 
1884, and he ve closely resembles his more 
celebrated brother, although he keeps strictiy 
to himself his ious views, and in that 
respect is, as Mr. Francis Wilson would ob- 
serve, Not the same. 


III. 
BITS OF HISTORIC ELOQUENCE. 


Col. Ingersoll’s Beautiful Tribute at the 
Funeral of His Brother. 


Ebon Ingersoll had much the same sense of 
humor as that which characterizes the famous 
advocate concerning who all this is written. 
His fun on more than one occasion convulsed 
the House. At one time,when two members— 
one of them Daniel -Voorhees—were engaged 
ina dispute so hot and violent that pretty 
much ali the members had gathered about 


them to seé how soon they would come to 
blows, Ebon Ingersoll bégan to address the 


chair. Mr. Blaine, who was the Speaker, 
called him to order, but Ingersoll 
in the dlandeet manner possible an 


with an eloquent wave of his hand, 
replied; ‘‘Mr. Speaker, { decline to be inter 
rupted!’’ The effect was magical. The whole 
House burst into a roar ot laughter, in which 
the previous warfare was completely drowned, 
and even Mr. Blaine was 80 nm one ro 
— — 5 by the humor of a member who de- 
clined to be interrupted by the Speaker that 
he joined in the general merriment and al- 
lowed ——＋ to proceed for some moments. 
The members during this time resumed thelr 
seats, and business was quietly resumed as 
though nothing had happened to disturb its 
even flow. Ebon Ingersoll died in 1879, and it 
was bis demise that brought forth from his 
brother that celebrated and exquisite eulogy 
that has the greatest burst of tender elo- 

uence since Shakspeare’s speech of Marc 

ntony over the body of Julius Cesar. The 
eulogy itself is sufficiently brief for reproduc- 
tion within the limits of an article like this. 
It reads:

The loved and loving brother, husband, 
father, friend died where manhood’s morning 
almost touches noon, and while the shadows 
still were — towards the west.

bith time the thread of the argument is thor- 
oughly fixed in his mind, He then pre 
a series of headings of the various ints he 
desires to cover, and when he go@s into court 
or mounts the rostrum he is armed with these 
headings. He has no need to commit mere 
words and figures of speech to pg mage, & He 
has a singular wealth of language in which to 
clothe his argument, whatever it may be, and 
his only difficuly is to recall himself to the 
maln track after being led off to one side or 
the other by the flood of bis own eloquence. 

It is this marked facility of phrasing that 
has done much to distinguish Col. Ing : 
His power of portrayal is remarkably vivid 
and gruphic, and his phrases of denunciation 
and of praise remain equally impressed upon 


the hearer. It was he who gave Mr. Blaine 
the Plumed Knight’’ title, a descriptive 
term that has ever since clung to 
the man from Maine. The words 


were spoken in Cincinnati in June, 1876, when 


Col. Ingersoll introduced Mr. Blaine's name 
to the Republican National Convention. The 
paragraph in which the phrase occu ran 
as follows: ‘‘Like an armed warrior, likea 

lumed knight, James G. Blaine marched 


own the halls of the American Congress and 


threw his shining lance full and fatr 
ainst the brazen foreheads of the defamers 

of his country and the maligners of her 

honor.’’

as the ‘* Vision of War. It 
was delivered before the veteran 


soldiers at Indianapolis, and afterwards, so 
greatand far-reaching was the sensation it 
roduced, it was used as a poster by the 
epublicans all over the North, West and 
South. It is not an easy matter to pick out 
Col. Ingersoll’s greatest specches, for the 


reason that his career is 80 abun- 
dant in the noblest roductions of 
oratory that discrimination is some- 


what puzzling. His most recent work, In ad- 
dition to the Conkling eulogy, is an article 
about to be published in the North American 
Review in answer toa recent communication 
from the pen of the Right Hon. W. E. Glad- 
stone, who had been sufficiently stimulated by 
the previous encounter between Col, Inger- 
soll and the Rev. Dr. Field to reply to the 
former’s arguments. It seems hardly neces- 
sary to say additional words of the mental 
force of a man whose arguments, published in 
America, are sufliciently striking to attract 
consideration and response from the foremost 
English statesinan, surrounded as he must 
be by innumerable cares and commanding 
duties. Such, however, is Col. Ingersoli’s 
ower to move mankind. At the close of the 
ndianapolis address, already referred to, 
where thousands had stood in the broiling 
heat, spellbound by Col.Ingersoll’s eloquence, 
Gen. Garfleld threw his arms about the 
orator’s neck and exclaimed: ‘‘I would rather 
be able to heve made that speech -than be 
President of the United States.

Sunday Night Receptions Discontinued Now 
—His Record During the War. 


The Sunday night receptions which oocur 
regularly at the Ingersoll mansion afe the 
source of much interest to literary and social 
circles in the metropolis. Hardly a Sunday 
evening goes by with less than fifty callers, 
who spend the evening with the Ingersolls. 
Among them are to be found the most brilliant 
representatives of literary and artistic life. 
Writers, painters, sculptors and prominent 


members of the theatrical profession are 
among the most frequent Sunday visitors, and 
these occasions are always marked by the 
most delightful absence of ceremony. 
People acquainted with the  Ingersolis 
come to the receptions entirely with- 
out invitation and brin with them such 
guests as they choose. Mr. and Mrs. Ingersoll 
receive them with the most delightful cor- 
diality, and the evening is spent in conversa- 
tion and music, with a little light refreshment 
before the guests depart. The young ladies of 
the family furnish much of the entertaintiient, 
and the host and hostess niove about améng 
their friends and acquaintances, making 
every onein the apartments feel thoroughly 
at home. In Washington, when Col. Ingersoll 
was a resident of that city, his rooms were 
packed almost to suffocation every Sunday 
night, and the most celebrated men and 
women at the capital made —— to go 
with the utmost regularity to these impromptu 
entertainments.

AS A LAWYER. 


The Orator Before a Jury—References to 
His Religious Attitude. 


At the urgent solicitation of his brother 
Ebon, Col. Ingersoll removed in 1878 to Wash- 
ington, and took up the practice of law fn 
that city. But such urgent appeals came to 
him from all parts of the country to lecture 
and take up cases that he was but little in 
Washington, and was thus finally induced to 
give up the lecture fleid altogether and con- 


fine himself to the law. He was widel 
knowa in the West long before this as an ad- 
vocate of great wer. He has served as 
Attorney-General in lilinols, when Gen. 
„Dick“ Oglesb first occupied’ the 
n office. There was a warm 
riendship between the two and if exists to 
this day. Gov. Oglesby never fails when he 
visits the East, to call upon Col, Ingersoll, 
and a jolly lot of reminiscences of their early 

s sure to be brought out. In the old 
days Ogiesby „Sam! Weldon, now Judge of 
the Court of Claims, and a few other congenial 
spirits, used to congregate in Col, Ingersoll’s 
rooms, and it was only by the adoption of 
stern tactics that he could ever induce them 
to leave. He finally took up a system umder 
which be usually succeeded in getting rid of 
them. Promptly at 2:300’clock in the morn- 
ing the Colonel would put the poker in the 
stove, and that became a signal for their de- 
parture after he had upon one or two oc- 
casions been compelled 8 it at 4in 
the morning as an inducement to his guests to 
clear out. There are almost countless 
anecdotes of his early life atthe bar. it is re- 
lated by one of Col. Ingersoll’s friends that 
upon a certain occasion in addressing a jury 
in behalf of a man who was being tried for the 
murder of a neighbor, the crime havin 
arisen out ofadispute concerning land, Col. 
Ingersoll pictured the occasion, when both 
men were wiidly excited and one of them ina 
moment of passion struck the fatal blow and 
was really at the moment insane. The Colonel 
then proceeded to describe in a voice filled 
with emotion how on the 1 day he 
had attended the funeral of one of the ehll- 
dren of the prisoner at the bar. He recalled 
in moving terms the grief-stricken mother 
and the forsaken family, and then told how, 
after the funeral, one of the little chil- 
dren looked up at him and said, knowing 
he was one of its father’s friends: ‘‘When 
will papa come home?’’ Col. Ingersoll 
stopped for a moment at this point, and 
then in tones intensely dramatic exclaimed: 
**Gohtlemen, will vou let this rman go 
home?’’ The jury were deeply moved by this 
appeal, and one of them, entirely carried 
away by De 1 up in his 
place andshonted at the ot tis lungs: 
es, Bob, you bet we will.““

When that gentioman had fiaished, Col. Inger- 
soll arose, and, after retorting to the effect 
that Mr. Cnoate’s personal compliment to 
himsef was an insult to the intelligence of the 
jury. he took up his elient's case, and, at- 
tacking one after another the arguments set 
forth by the opposing counsel, he eulogized 
the character of his client in such eloquent 
and effective terms that when he closed the 
man sprang forward from his seat, seized Col. 
Ingersoll's hand and exciaimed: 1 do not 
care for the verdict now. Lou have vindl- 
cated me. He did get the verdict, however, 
to the full amount of his claim, with an addi- 
tional allowance besides. : 

Col. Ingersoll says that sometimes opposing 
counsel back theirtails up, like squirrels, 
against the church and bark. In other 
words, they attempt to use the prejudices of 
orthodox people in their legal warfare. Such 
tactics usually lead to the defeat of their pro- 
moters, and, on one occasion in a trial for 
murder, when the Colonel was defending the 
accused, he exclaimed, pointing at the oppos- 
ing counsel: ‘‘He would like you to hang my 
client because I differ with himon the ques- 
tion of religion.’’ Then, as upon other occa- 
sions where the same tactics had been ob- 
served, the Colonel was victorious. . 

One of the nest famous cases in which Col, 
Ingersoll has been engaged a legal 
career was the trial of Stephen Dorsey, in 
what became historic as the star. route cases, 
There were other defendants and a considera- 
dle number of lawyers had been retained. 
Col. Ingersol was one of the lot, and at the 
start was by no means the most prominent. 
But it was soon discovered that his capacity 


entire charge wf the case was turned over to 
him. The trial lasted for upwards of two 
years, and, although the opinion was aimost 
universal that the defendants would con- 
vieted, Col. Ingersoll’s skillful conduct of the 
case secured the acquittal of his clients. In 
some legal circles his handling of the case is 
r as one of the most masterly pieces 
of legal power and strategy on record. 

Col. Ingersoli’s practice brings him a very 
large income—how much his friends do not 
like to say on account of the horde of people 
who fly to him for financial assistance eve 
time a paragraph goes the rounds concern ig 
his cagninas. Some months ago a statemen 
gained publicity to the effect that he had 
cleared a large amount of money through a 
lucky mining inve his life was al- 
most a burken for a long time t ter 
through the Importunities of friends and 
strangers alike. Asa matter of fact, he had 
lost §10,000 or more on the speculation. He is 
spoken of by those who Know him best as be- 
ing in reality a much rerman than would 
be sup in view his large and long 
continued earnings. His nses probably 
run In the neighborhood of ,000 a year, for 
shrewd and careful as he is in the conduct of 
other people's interests, he has no apparent 
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apprecia of the value of his own money,

SOFT DRINKS ON SUNDAY. 


The Prosecution of Milk-Sellers Denounced 
by Francis Murphy. 
By Telegraph to the Post- Darren. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., July 4.—At the hearing of 
John Martin of 628 Smithfield street yesterday, 
charged with selling milk as a beverage on 
Sunday, Francis Murphy, the temperance or- 
ator, aired his views on the subject of selling 
soft drinks on Sunday. Among other things 
he said: ‘‘Reviving this law is going to the 
eemeteries, and the enforcement of it is in- 
temperance. Instead of persecuting these 
people the Law anf Order people should make 


arrangements to furnish the people with milk, 
lemonade and other harmiess drinks on Sun- 
day. lean’t understand their action, unless 
they want to make money out of it, and no 
city in the United States, excepting Pittsburg, 
would stand it. I don’t want to see liquor 
sold on Sunday, but I do want to see milk, 
lemonade and similar drinks sold on Sunday, 
as it will tend to decrease the back door busi- 
ness of the saloons. Ithink that the major- 
ity of Christian people in both cities would 
like to see the same. 

Mr. Murphy then asked the Aldermen how 
much money the informers got. He was told 
that the Law and er Society claim half of 
the fine. He then said: ‘‘They are making 
quite a profitable thing out of these prosecu- 
tions. Capt. Wishart, I suppose, is a good 
man, but I can’t see what he means by — 
cuting men for selling milk. It is time for us 
all to quit talking temperance and start drink- 
ing liquor, for when men wantto drink milk 
and lemonade they can’t get it on account of 
these people. It is a great mistake as well as 
the vilest injustice tothe poopie of this 8 to 
attempt to stop the sale of such drinks. hey 
shoul resurrect that other biue law 
which forbids a man kissing his 
wife on the Sabbath, and then we would have 
to do as the men did when it was enforced 
—that is, go and kiss our neighbor’s wife. 

‘‘What would us fellows Who have no 
wives do?“ he was asked. 

Vo as the bachelors did in those days, 
said Mr. Murphy, kiss the wife of the man 
who was kissing the neighbor’s wife.’’ 

After the laughter had ceased Mr. Murphy 
continued: It is time for the people who live 
to keep holy the Sabbath day and love moral- 
ity and law and order, to calla pubife meeting 
and protest against such work as these perse- 
cutions. Itis the biggest outrage ever per-
